The followiDsr letter was received this 
x norDiDg by Lewis W. Oarman from his 
« on, Charles, now serving as a private 
in Co. B, Third United States Infantry . 
The letter was written March 24, mailed 
at Manila March 25. and came to this 
city by way of San Francisco. It is as 
follows : 
D e a r F a t h e r 
Yonr letter to Singa­ 
pore, 
received at that port, and it 
is needless to say that it was welcome. 
I also received one from Brothet Earl 
at the same place. 
When I received 
them I was at once snrronnded by as 
many of the boy s as conld get near me 
to hear the news from the States. 
Ï 
being the only private to receive any 
mail at that place. 
We had a very 
pleasant voy age for a trip on a transport. 
Of coarse we were crowded. 
Had only 
one storm, and that while on the Atlan­ 
tic, which lasted one day and a night. 
The waves rolled over the ship, sound­ 
ing below like continuons cannonading. 
W e had some very sick boy s on board 
for a while, though I slept as sonndly as 
if I had been on shore. 
I was sick only 
one day . 
We arrived here on March 
22 and landed on the 23d. I find this a 
beautiful place; climate like July in 
Ohio, only nights are much cooler, and 
mosquitos are plentiful. 
We are about 
eight or ten miles from the front, and 
ex pect to be sent out to the trenches 
soon to relieve another regiment. 
The fighting is reported as continuous, 
but with little damage to the Americans. 
The Filipinos look very degraded and 
•avage ; say they have no fear ; come 
right up to the front of our guns, and 
are mown down by the hundreds. The 
boy s all seem eager to get a pop at them. 
There were four wounded men brought 
in last night. 
We hold the d ty and 
about 80 miles surrounding country . 
We have here about 800 prisoners. 
It 
is generally believed that it is préféra 
ble to be killed rather than be taken 
prisoner by these fiendish Filipinos. 
But as for my self. I don’t count on 
either ; ex pect to return home all right 
when my term of service ex pires. 
So 
for the present with kindest regards, 
and asking that y ou write me often.

V IS IT WINONA LA KE. 


Made M o ney Fast. 
A peculiar state of affairs was dis­ 
covered tg ex ist in one of the river 
potteries last Saturday , and as a result 
some startling facts have been learned 
by the owners of the plant. 
Several months ago one of the man­ 
agers discovered that the wrong time 
was being turned into the office by the 
woman in charge of the warehouse. 
Nothing was said at the time, but 
a 
quiet investigation was commenced. 
Last Friday morning the woman was 
asked for the time of the girls working 
under her, and as is customary it was 
handed into the office that afternoon. 
Saturday the girls were paid what 
amount was turned in, and when one of 
the girls went outside the plant she was 
asked how much she drew. The amount 
was told, but did not correspond with 
the amount the office gave her. The 
head of the department was called into 
the office and told her actions had been 
discovered. She commenced to weep,as 
only she could under such circumstances, 
and upon promise to pay the amount she 
had defrauded the firm out of she was 
allowed to go. 
The scheme the woman worked was a 
simple one. If a girl worked two day s 
her time would be turned into the office 
as five day s, the difference in the day s 
she would keep herself.

Ho w Mr. Hy de Fo naded fhe Eanlta- 
ble Life Aaanrnnce So ciety ,o f W hich 
He W'a« Preaident—One o f HI« Great- 
eat BuMlnesa Stro ke» » Drew a Sal­ 
ary o f fl0 0 ,0 0 0 a Year. 
This is the story about Henry B. 
Hy de, the late president of the Equita­ 
ble Life Assurance Society of New York, 
who drew a salary double that of the 
president of the United Statea 
These 
anecdotes show the causes of his success 
and why his salary was so large. 
Few persons in New York know the 
features of Henry B. Hy de. Every body 
has heard of him, and the importance 
of his personality was well known in the 
business world. 
But his portrait has 
seldom appeared in pnblic. 
He was 
averse to publicity for himself and had 
been known to say , " I can start from 
my bouse up town in the morning, go 
to the elevated station, take the train 
to Rector street, pass through the Ar­ 
cade to Broadway and np that street to 
my office and not be recognized by a 
single person.” 
Mr. Hy de was alway s busy planning 
new methods for his great company , 
and probably would not see persons who 
knew him, even though they might see 
and recognize him. 
Outside his own 
circle he was a sphinx . As a boy in the 
Catskills Henry B. Hy de was already a 
leader, and his talent was freely recog­ 
nized by his companions. 
If there was 
any daring enterprise on foot he was al­ 
way s in the van, his energy , tact and 
hustling qualities securing for him im­ 
mediate predominance. 
The characteristics which have tended 
to make him such a pronounced success 
in the bnsiness world began to show 
themselves when he was quite y oung, 
and he had no other training ex cept in 
the insurance business. 
While he was 
still quite y oung bis father was the 
leading insurance man of New England, 
and the son became thoroughly versed 
in the business under his father's in­ 
struction. 
But his career as an insur­ 
ance man really began with his connec­ 
tion with the Mutual Life of New York, 
of which company he was for several 
y ears cashier. 
It was while occupy ing this position 
that he conceived the idea of the Equi­ 
table society , which owes its inception, 
growth and prominence in the insur­ 
ance world to the vast energy and re­ 
sources of mind of its founder. He con­ 
fided his plan to President Winston of 
the Mutual and wanted him to assist 
in forming a new company on the 
Eiquitable plan. 
But Winston simply 
said that no man connected with the 
Mutual could be interested in any other 
life insurance company . 
‘‘Very well.” said Hy de. ‘‘How long 
will it take to put through my resigna­ 
tion?” 
‘‘Not long,” Winston replied. 
‘‘I ’ll 
have y our cash ex amined tomorrow.” 
The cash was all right, and Hy de 
was soon at work lay ing the founda­ 
tions for what has proved the most suc­ 
cessful life insurance company in the 
world. 
Rush, push, push, was alway s the 
motto of Henry B. Hy de. 
He was al­ 
way s looking for men who could place 


the burglarizing of his eummbr bouse 
near Baby lon, N. Y., a few y ears ago. 
A large quantity of fine silverware was 
stclen, and Mr. Hy de offered a reward 
of 11,000 for the capture and convic­ 
tion of the thieves. The result was that 
all the telegraph operatcra on Long Is­ 
land. the farmers, railroad men, team­ 
sters, telephone girls and every body else 
turned detective in the hope of winning 
that 11,000. 
Their many reports of 
having the thieves in custody led Mr. 
Hy de a terrible chase. 
It w is not safe 
to mention the m atter m ux a ^>resence 
to the day he died.—New lork World

policies. He made it a point of honor to 
lave each y ear’s new business show an 
increase over that of the preceding y ear. 
In this line of work be was more suc­ 
cessful than any other man in the busi­ 
ness, and it is for this reason that the 
company thought a salary of |100,000 
a moderate one for him. 
It is pointed 
out that in order to pay him this salary 
each policy holder had to contribute 
only about 10 cents a y ear. He believed 
thoroughly in life ingnrance, and car­ 
ried heavy policies on his own life, 
amounting to something like |200,000. 
One of the greatest strokes ever made 
by Mr. Hy de was the pay ment of a 
! ¡40,000 policy in a case which was dis­ 
puted by all other companies having 
risks on the same man. 
It was in the 
I’amons contest of the heirs of Colonel 
Walton B. Dwight, who lived up in 
New York state and held policies on his 
ife amounting to 1256,000 in the vari­ 
ous companies. 
Most fanciful and ridiculous ex cuses 
were made by most of the companies for 
not pay ing the policy , but Mr. Hy de 
sent one of his best men to investigate 
and report on the facts. He found that 
the Dwight claim wa.s perfectly legiti­ 
mate, and recommendsd that the Equi­ 
table pay its policy without delay . Mr 
Hy de ordered a check drawn for the 
140,000 policy held by Colonel Dwight 
in the Equitable, and as the case had 
attracted wide discussion, the news of 
this check was heralded throughout the 
world and proved a great advertisment 
Naturally Mr. Hy de was ultra con­ 
servative in his views and habits. 
When the question was up regarding 
rapid transit for New York, he stood in 
with Mauve. Goold, Sage and other 
capitalist« to prevent the consummation 
of the underground plan. 
He was an 
im portant adviser in many other pro­ 
posed pnblic improvements, but alway s, 
befitting his ex treme modesty , he did 
most of his work secretly . 
Probably the most unpleasant ex peri­ 
ence he ever had was developed frSm

The following letter was received this 
morning by Lewis W. Oarman from his 
son, Charles, now serving as a private 
in Co. B, Third United States Infantry. 
The letter was written March 24, mailed 
at Manila March 25. and came to this 
city by way of San Francisco. It is as 
follows: 
D e a r F a t h e r 
Your letter to Singa­ 
pore, 
received at that port, and it 
is needless to say that it was welcome. 
I also received one from Brother Earl 
at the same place. 
When I received 
them I was at once surrounded by as 
many of the boys as could get near me 
to hear the news from the States, t 
being the only private to receive any 
mail at that place. 
We had a very 
pleasant voyage for a trip on a transport. 
Of course we were crowded. Had only 
one storm, and that while on the Atlan­ 
tic, which lasted one day and a night. 
The waves rolled over the ship, sound­ 
ing below like continuous cannonading. 
We had some very sick boys on board 
for a while, though I slept as soundly as 
if I had been on shore. 
I was sick only 
one day. We arrived here on March 
22 and landed on the 23d. I find this a 
beautiful place; climate like July in 
Ohio, only nights are much cooler, and 
mosquitos are plentiful. We are about 
eight or ten miles from the front, and 
expect to be sent out to the trenches 
soon to relieve another regiment. 
The lighting is reported as continuous, 
but with little damage to the Americans. 
The Filipinos look very degraded and 
savage; say they have no fear; come 
right up to the front of our guns, and 
are mown down by the hundreds. The 
boys all seem eager to get a pop at them. 
There were four wounded men brought 
in last night. 
We hold the city and 
about SO miles surrounding country. 
We have here about 800 prisoners. It 
is generally believed that it is prefera­ 
ble to be killed rather than be taken 
prisoner by these fiendish Filipinos. 
But as for myself, I don't count on 
either; expect to return home all right 
when my term of service expires. 8o 
for the present with kindest regards, 
and asking that you write me often.

M ade M oney F a it. 
A peculiar state of affairs was dis­ 
covered ty exist in one of the river 
potteries last Saturday, and as a result 
some startling facts have been learned 
by the owners of the plant.

Saturday the girls were paid what 
amount was turned in, and when one of 
the girls went outside the plant she was 
asked how much she drew. The amount 
was told, but did not correspond with 
the amount the office gave her. The 
head of the department was called into 
the office and told her actions had been 
discovered. She commenced to weep,as 
only she oould under such circumstances, 
and upon promise to pay the amount she 
had defrauded the firm out of she was 
allowed to go. 
The scheme the woman worked was a 
simple one. If a girl worked two days 
her time would be turned into the office 
as five days, the difference in the days 
she would keep herself.

Yesterday a gentleman from Pittsburg 
looked at several sites and today it was 
learned a deal was effected whereby a 
modern hotel would be erected. The 
gentleman when seen would say noth­ 
ing of his plans, but said he would re­ 
turn to the city the last of the week to 
complete the deal.

Stories About Henry B. Hyde of 
New York. 


MAN OF PUSH, ENERGY AND STSTEM 


M oved to F lo re n c e . 
Mrs. John Huff, of Chester, has moved 
to Florence, Pa. 


How Mr. Hyde Founded the Equita­ 
ble Lite Assurance Society, of Which 
He W’ae President—One of Hie Great­ 
est Business Strokes—Drew n Sal­ 
ary of f 100,000 a Year. 
This is the story about Henry B. 
Hyde, the late president of the Equita­ 
ble Life Assurance Society of New York, 
who drew a salary double that of the 
president of the United States. These 
anecdotes show the causes of his success 
and why his salary was so large. 
Few persons in New York know the 
features of Henry B. Hyde. Everybody 
has heard of bim, and the importance 
of his personality was well known in the 
business world. But his portrait has 
seldom appeared in public. 
He was 
averse to publicity for himself and had 
been known to say, “ I can start from 
my bouse up town in the morning, go 
to the elevated station, take the train 
to Rector street, pass through the Ar­ 
cade to Broadway and up that street to 
my office and not be recognized by a 
single person.” 
Mr. Hyde was always busy planning 
new methods for his great company, 
and probably would not see persons who 
knew him, even though they might see 
and recognize him. Outside his own 
circle he was a sphinx. As a boy in the 
Catskills Henry B. Hyde was already a 
leader, and his talent was freely recog­ 
nized by his companions. If there was 
any daring enterprise on foot he was al­ 
ways in the van, his energy, tact and 
hustling qualities securing for him im­ 
mediate predominance. 
The characteristics which have tended 
to make him such a pronounced success 
in the business world began to show 
themselves when he was quite young, 
and he had no other training except in 
the insnrance business. While he was 
still quite young his father was the 
leading insurance man of New England, 
and the son became thoroughly versed 
in the business under his father’s in­ 
struction. But his career as an insur­ 
ance man really began with his connec­ 
tion with the Mutual Life of New York, 
of which company he was for several 
years cashier. 
It was while occupying this position 
that he conceived the idea of the Equi­ 
table society, which owes its inception, 
growth and prominence in the insnr­ 
ance world to the vast energy and re­ 
sources of mind of its founder. He con­ 
fided his plan to President Winston of 
the Mutual and wanted him to assist 
in forming a new company on the 
Equitable plan. But Winston simply 
said that no man connected with the 
Mutual could be interested in any other 
life insnrance company. 
“ Very well,” said Hyde. “How long 
will it take to put through my resigna­ 
tion?” 
“Not long, ” Winston replied. 
“ I’ll 
have your cash examined tomorrow.” 
The cash was all right, and Hyde 
was soon at work laying the founda­ 
tions for what has proved the most suc­ 
cessful life insurance company in the 
world. 
Rush, push, push, was always the 
motto of Henry B. Hyde. He was al­ 
ways looking for men who could place 
policies. He made it a point of honor to 
have each year’s new business show an 
increase over that of the preceding year. 
In this line of work he was more suc­ 
cessful than any other man in the busi­ 
ness, and it is for this reason that the 
company thought a salary of $100,000 
a moderate one for him. It is pointed 
out that in order to pay him this salary 
each policy holder had to contribute 
only about IO cents a year. He believed 
thoroughly in life insurance, and car­ 
ried heavy policies on his own life, 
amounting to something like $200,000. 
One of the greatest strokes ever made 
by Mr. Hyde was the payment of a 
$40,000 policy in a case which was dis­ 
puted by all other companies having 
risks on the same man. It was in the 
famous contest of the heirs of Colonel 
Walton B. Dwight, who lived up in 
New York state and held policies on bis 
life amounting to $256,000 in the vari­ 
ous companies. 
Most fanciful and ridiculous excuses 
were made by most of the companies for 
not paying the policy, but Mr. Hyde 
sent one of his best men to investigate 
and report on the facts. He found that 
the Dwight claim was perfectly legiti­ 
mate, and recommended that the Equi­ 
table pay its policy without delay. Mr 
Hyde ordered a check drawn for the 
$40,000 policy held by Colonel Dwight 
in the Equitable, and as the case had 
attracted wide discussion, the news of 
this check was heralded throughout the 
world and proved a great advertisment. 
Naturally Mr. Hyde was nltra con­ 
servative in his views and habits. 
When the. qnestion was up regarding 
rapid transit for New York, he stood in 
with Nftjjri* Gould, Sage and other 
capitalist* to prevent the consummation 
of the underground plan. He was an 
important adviser in many other pro­ 
posed public improvements, but always, 
befitting his extreme modesty, he did 
most of his work secretly. 
Probably the most unpleasant experi­ 
ence he ever had was developed fr&m 


the burglarizing of his summer house 
near Babylon, N. Y., a few years ago. 
A large quantity of fine silverware was 
stolen, and Mr. Hyde offered a reward 
of $1,000 for the capture and convic­ 
tion of the thieves. The result was that 
all the telegraph operators on Long Is­ 
land, the farmers, railroad men, team­ 
sters, telephone girls and everybody else 
turned detective in the hope of winning 
that $1,000. Their many reports of 
having the thieves in custody led Mr. 
Hyde a terrible chase. It wis not safe 
to mention the matter in ms presence 
to the day he died.—New xork World

Council last evening as usual held a 
long and uninteresting session, and at 
times the meeting more resembled a 
chnrch social than a meeting of city 
officers, but they managed to do a little 
business in several hours’ time.

In the month of 
April just before the expiration of the 
contract he said Clerk Hanley had en­ 
tered the N ew s R e v ie w office and 
stated that council had instructed him 
to continue the old agreement with the 
newspapers if it was satisfactory to 
them. 
He received an answer in the 
affirmative, and the speaker stated that 
he thought that settled the matter, bat 
at the last session of the old council, 
owing to the petty spite of some mem­ 
bers, the clerk’s report had only been 
given to two of the papers at 3813 cents 
a square. 
He said he had requested the 
copy from Clerk Hanley and it had been 
refused him in the presence of a witness 
in the person of Mayor Bongh. 
His bill 
for $128 IO which claims committee had 
refused to pay he thought in all fairness 
and justice should be allowed, and if 
council didn’t pay it he intended to col­ 
lect it by law. 
He closed by stating 
that he didn’t ask anything from coun­ 
cil but common business conrtesy and 
expected to accord them the same treat­ 
ment. 
Mr. Peach asked if council wished to 
take any action on the biti, bat no per­ 
son spoke and the pay roll was passed. 
An ordinance accepting the finding 
of the commissioners in regard to the 
newly annexed territory was passed and 
social session No. 2 took place, while the 
members gathered around 
the desk 
of 
Clerk Hanley. 
President Peach 
after a time again discovered that this 
was not the proper way of doing busi­ 
ness and he rapped for order. 
A resolution was passed awarding the 
contract for the city printing to the 
Tribune after Clerk Hanley had at­ 
tempted to make a report of the bids 
received from the papers. 
Communications were read from the 
board of health and Dr. C. B. Ogden 
urging council to take some action in 
regard to sewer district No. 2 at once. 
The commnnications were laid over for 
two weeks. 
A communication from F. L. Potts 
stated that he woald hold the city 
liable for all damages to his property by 
reason of the new grade in Bradshaw 


avenue. 
The matter was 
the engineer and solicitor. 
President Peach wandered down to 
the clerk’s desk and the members once 
more were given a chance to map out a 
line of action for matters yet to be dis­ 
cussed. 
The new telephone company 
pre­ 
sented a bond for $5,000 signed by James 
B. Hoge, E. W. Moore, and John Sher- 
win, of Cleveland. This was accom­ 
panied by a letter stating that the gen­ 
tlemen were reliable, and the solicitor 
was asked for an opinion. 
He stated 
that the form of the bond was all 
right bnt he didn’t know anything 
about the sureties and had never heard 
of them. 
He recommended that the 
proper bond was a surety bond and then 
there woald be no question as to its 
solidity. The bond was referred to the 
president of council, solicitor and clerk 
to ascertain if the sureties were good. 
The mayor collected $56 during the 
month, while the fire department an­ 
swered 28 patrol, five fire and four am ­ 
bulance calls daring the month and 
conveyed 25 persons to the city jail. 
Mr. Smith reported 
that he had 
viewed McKinnon’s ninth addition to 
the city and recommended that it be ac­ 
cepted. 
He examined the plat and the 
members gathered around the clerk’s 
desk once more, which cansed President 
Peaoh to remark : “ You are jumping up 
like yon are scared. 
Has something 
made its appearance that yon all want 
to see? It is strange it wasn’t there a 
few minutes ago.” 
After closely examining the plat Mr. 
Smith withdrew his motion and it went 
over for two weeks. 
Mr. Peach called 
attention to the fact that an ordinance 
had been passed four years ago requiring 
that all new additions to the city before 
they were accepted should first have the 
streets graded and corner stones laid. 
Mr. Marshall asked if a grade had 
been established on Trentvale street,and 
he held a session with the engineer, 
while Attorney Grosshans talked to 
Messrs. Gain, McHenry and Smith. The 
social was stopped by President Peach, 
and the engineer was instructed to give 
Trentvale people the grade. 
The solicitor and engineer will see 
who is responsible for a sewer that 
empties into the land of Thomas Smith, 
East Eod, and the work of appointing 
an assessing board was taken up. 
Mr. 
Marshall named S. R. Dixon, while Mr. 
Peach had a candidate in the person of 
John Kerr, Sr. Mr. Cain named Smith 
Fowler and Mr. Smith wanted T, H. 
Arbnckle 
appointed. 
Mr. 
Marshall 
suggested that Mr. Fowler be made a 
member 
of 
the equalization board, 
which woald necessarily have to be 
appointed if complaints were made. 
This did not snit the members and Mr. 
Marshall moved that S. R. Dixon be 
appointed, and it carried unanimously. 
Mr. Smith moved that Mr. Arbuckle be 
appointed, bnt President Peach said Mr. 
Kerr had been named second.and should 
be voted for in that order. He attempted 
to put his name before council without a 
motion,bnt one of the members informed 
him of the fact and he was regularly 
elected. Mr. Gain then made a motion 
that council vote by ballot, and said it 
was a strange way of doing business. 
He moved that Smith Fowler be ap­ 
pointed, bnt got no second, and upon 
motion of Mr. Smith Mr. Arbuckle was 
elected. 
Mr. Gain then withdrew the 
name of Smith Fowler. 
The engineer was instructed to give 
the Riverview land company the street 
lines on the east side of Calcutta road, 
and after some discussion Mr. Waters 
was paid $8.25 for the fifth wheel of his 
wagon, which broke down last year in 
Eighth street. 
President Peach called attention to 
the fact that there shonld be an ordi­ 
nance against opening streets immedi­ 
ately after the streets had been paved.

legal reaso n fo r do ing so . B ut w hen Mr. 
H annum go t ho ld o f a m an who a t­ 
tem pted to “ do ” him he w as alw ay s o n 
th e w atch to be first in the “ do ing, 
and he never let up o n such a custo m er, 
no m atter ho w badly he m ight squeal. 
E lias C randall, a farm er living o ver 
th e hills a few m iles fro m Ho m er, at 
o ne tim e w ent back o n Mr. H annum in 
fl trade. 
The latter patien tly bided his 
tim e to get even, and th is is the m an­ 
ner in w hich the debt was paid: 
The 
Messrs. H annum and R ankin o wned a 
stallio n to gether. In ho rse partnerships 
th e wo rk o f dispo sing o f th e anim al was 
alw ay s left to Mr. H annum . because o f 
his ability in th is line. 
V anderbilt, as this ho rse w as called, 
w as a tine lo o king anim al, but he had 
o ne fault stro ngly co ndem ned by all 
ho rse o wners. E lias C randall had heard 
o f V anderbilt’s go o d qualities, and o ne 
day he cam e to lo o k a t th e anim al. Mr. 
H annum described all th e go o d po ints 
o f the ho rse, and then the tw o m en 
started fo r the barn. 
As they entered 
th e stable the half o w ner po inted o ut 
th*e anim al and said; “ There he is, 
'L ias Go rig h t in and lo o k a t him. H e 
m ay act ugly , and he w ill bite th e 
m anger, like’s’ nuf, but he wo n t h urt 
y o u. 
H e's gentle as a kitte n ." 
Mr. 
C randall w ent into the stall and lo o ked 
V anderbilt o ver, and Mr. H annum so o n 
led the ho rse o ut. It w as a case o f lo ve 
a t first sight, and w hen Mr. C randall 
w ent ho me he led V anderbilt, and Mr. 
H annum hunted up his p artn e r to pay 
him his share o f the $ 400 w hich he had 
received fo r th e ho rse. 
The nex t m o rning Mr. C randall ap* 
peared a t the H annum gate, leading 
V anderbilt. 
“ Lo o k here. Dave H annum , y o u’ve 
cheated me! 
Yo u didn ’t tell me th at 
this ho rse was the blam edest cribber 
th a t y o u ever hitched in a stall. 
“ I didn ’t ," w as the reply . 
“ W hy , 
didn ’t 1 tell y o u when y o u w ent into 
the stall th a t he w o uldn’t bite y o u, but 
th a t he wo uld bite the m anger.

tho ught th a t any fo o l knew th a t a ho rse 
th a t bites the m anger ’no ugh to m ake 
his o w ner speak o f it is ap t to crib 
little .’’

R ankin visited th e H o m er m an and 
w ent o ut to drive w ith him behind the 
ho rse th a t Mr. H annum had taken in 
the trade w ith Mr. Barlo w. The anim al 
w as a “ go o d lo o ker," but he hitched 
badly in hie trav el and po esessed n um er­ 
o us o ther blem ishes no t distinguishable 
to a no vice in the ho rse business. A fter 
they had ridden fo r so me distance in 
silence Mr. R ankin rem arked, “ Dave, 
didn ’t Barlo w do y o u a little o n th at 
tra de ? ’ 
“ H e tho ug h t he did. 
He. he, 
he. h e !" was the an.swer. 
A gain they 
ro de in silence fo r so me distance, w hen 
Mr. H annum inquired, “ Jo hn, w o uld 
y o u like to hear ho w’ Barlo w stuck m e?" 
B eing enco uraged to go o n w ith the 
sto ry , he co n tin ued: “ W ell, y o u see, 
3arlo w th in ks he kno w s so m ething 
iho ut ho rses. T hinks he s a ho rse trader, 
he, he, he! 
W ell, he co me up here 
to lo o k a t a team th a t he and m e had 
lad so me co irespo ndin abo ut. 
They 
w ere abo ut as likely lo o kin a p air o f 
blacks as y o u ever so t y o ur ey es o n— 
th at is, w’hen I go t ready to drive ’em, 
fo r, y o u see, I had had jest a leetle ex ­ 
perience w ith ’em. 
I to o k go o d care to 
get Barlo w o ut o f hearin o f th e barn 
w hile I had my m an a bitch in up the 
blacks, and w hen the ho stler dro ve ’em 
ro und to th e ho use they co me w ith th eir 
heads up and a-steppin fine. 
W e go t in and w ent o ut o n my 
track back o f the stables. A fter we had 
go ne o nce ro und th e track I pushed o n 
the reins a little, and y o u o ught to a 
seen B arlo w ho ld o n to his h at and the 
w ay he kept adm irin them blacks m o re 
w ith every chunk o f dirt they thro w ed. 
I to ld him th a t th e o ff ho rse had a rec­ 
o rd o f 39 and had never been tracked 
m uch either, and he co uld see ho w well 
they pulled to gether. 
Befo re w e had 
go ne a m ile he m ade m e an o ffer o f 
w hat he said was a likely co lt and co n­ 
siderable bo o t mo ney .

One o f the m o st am using sto n es in 
the bo o k is th a t p art w here D avid H an ­ 
num tells o f his ex perience w hile v isit­ 
ing a rich friend a t N ew po rt. T he fact 
is th a t D avid H annum was never in 
N ew po rt in his life. The incident re la t­ 
ed abo ut his ex perience there actually 
o ccurred, ho wever, o nly it is necessary 
to substitute the fo rm er residence o f 
M ay o r R ankin in B ingham to n fo r th e

ADDERS FOND OF EGGS. 


Lit tle

R e m a r k a b l e 
S w n l l o w l n H A b i l i t y . 
Am o ng a lo t o f very in terestin g speci­ 
m ens o f prepared anim als sent to the 
M useum o f N a tural H isto ry at P aris by 
F ather G nillem e, a m issio nary in the 
upper Ko ngo co untry , there is o ne gro up 
o f native adders, in the act o f sw allo w ­ 
ing eggs, w hich ex cited unco m m o n in ­ 
terest. 
The mo st rem arkable part o f it 
is the relative size o f this snake and its 
co mmo n fo o d. 
This adder is ra th e r 
sm all; it is seldo m lo nger than 28 inch­ 
es, and its thickness never ex ceeds an 
inch. 
Y et it feeds regularly o n duck 
eggs, the sm aller diam eter o f w hich is 
alm o st tw’o inches. 
H o w the snake can get such an egg 
into its m o uth is difficult to understand, 
and th e aspect o f these reptiles w’hile 
sw allo w ing the eggs is mo st strange. 
The o nly w ay to acco unt fo r th is pe­ 
culiar m anner o f 
swallo w’ing who le 
eggs is the presence in the neck, just 
back o f the head, o f a series o f po inted 
ao nes slanted backw ard and piercing 
the eso phagus. 
These no t o nly assist 
to ho ld the egg in place, but act like a 
saw. 
W hen the egg has advanced far 
eno ugh, th eir pressure w ill cut th e egg ; 
ts co ntents w ill co ntinue into the sto m ­ 
ach, w hile th e em pty shell is crushed 
afterw ard and thro w n o ut thro ugh the 
m o uth. 
W hile in the act o f sw allo w ing the 
egg th e snake is easily caught, fo r it is 
then alm o st in a state o f co m plete in ­ 
ertia ; it then lo o ks very m uch like the 
bulb as used by pho to graphers fo r o pen­ 
ing th eir shntteis.

ADDERS FOND OF EGGS. 


Little 
Reptiles With 
Remarkable 
Swallowing Ability. 
Among a lot of very interesting speci­ 
mens of prepared animals sent to the 
Museum of Natural History at Paris by 
Father Gnilleme, a missionary in the 
lipper Kongo country, there is one group 
of native adders, in the act of swallow­ 
ing eggs, which excited uncommon in­ 
terest. The most remarkable part of it 
is the relative size of this snake and its 
common food. 
This adder is rather 
sm all; it is seldom longer than 28 inch­ 
es, and its thickness never exceeds an 
inch. 
Yet it feeds regularly on duck 
eggs, the smaller diameter of which is 
almost twTo inches. 
How the snake can get such an egg 
into its mouth is difficult to understand, 
and the aspect of these reptiles while 
swallowing the eggs is most strange. 
The only way to* account for this pe­ 
culiar manner of 
swallowing whole 
eggs is the presence in the neck, just 
back of the head, of a series of pointed 
bones slanted backward and piercing 
the esophagus. 
These not only assist 
to hold the egg in place, but act like a 
saw. 
When the egg has advanced far 
enough, their pressure will cut the egg ; 
its contents will continue into the stom­ 
ach, while the empty shell is crushed 
afterward and thrown out through the 
mouth.

T H E N EW SHIPS. 


th e 
S ta te o f V eaael* Moon to J o in 
U n ite d S ta te * N avy. 
There is no anxiety now like that of 
a year ago as to the progress of the 
ships that are building, but it is none 
the less gratifying to learn from Chief 
Constructor Hichhorn’s latest report 
that we may expect to see two and pos­ 
sibly three new battleships ready for 
commission before the end of this year, 
with either two or three more follow­ 
ing in the first half of next year. 
The 
Kearsarge and Kentucky are seven- 
eighths completed and should surely he 
ready by fall, while the Alabama is 
four-fifths done. The Illinois and Wis­ 
consin, sister ships of the latter, are 
about 65 per cent completed and will 
undoubtedly need 12 months more. 
Across the ocean, in the Elswick 
yard, our fine sheathed cruiser Albany, 
a mate of the New Orleans, is four- 
fifths ready and could be very rapidly 
pushed forward. 
At Bath, the Chesa­ 
peake, which will carry six 4 inch guns, 
is three-fourths finished. 
At Mare Is­ 
land the famous old Hartford, which, 
though a wooden craft, is not to be 
despised, with her new machinery and 
thirteen 5 inch guns, can be made ready 
in three or four months. 
Of the new torpedo boats the Bath 
built 303^ knot Dahlgren and Craven 
are over nine-tenths done and could be 
had at once, if needed. The Stringbam, 
building in Delaware, and the Golds- 
borough, in Oregon, 30 knot boats, are 
respectively 72 and 62 per cent ready. 
The Bailey, the 30 knot Morris Heights 
boat, is nearly half ready, while various 
others are in less stages of advance­ 
ment. 
The Plunger is nearly seven- 
eighths ready, but is going on very 
slowly. 
Any little ruffle in international 
affairs naturally leads to a glance at 
our naval condition, and just now such 
u glance is reassuring.—New York Sun. 


ADDERS FOND OF EGGS. 


L i t t l e

Among a lot of very interesting speci­ 
mens of prepared animals sent to the 
Museum of Natural History at Paris by 
Father Guilleme, a missionary in the 
upper Kongo country, there is one group 
of native adders, in the act of swallow­ 
ing eggs, which excited uncommon in­ 
terest. 
The most remarkable part of it 
is the relative size of this snake and its 
common food. 
This adder is rather 
small; it is seldom longer than 28 inch­ 
es, and its thickness never exceeds an 
inch. 
Yet it feeds regularly on duck 
eggs, the smaller diameter of which is 
almost two inches. 
How the snake can get such an egg 
into its mouth is difficult to understand, 
and the aspect of these reptiles while 
swallowing the eggs is most strange. 
The only way to’ account for this pe­ 
culiar manner of 
swallowing whole 
eggs is the presence in the neck, just 
back of the head, of a series of pointed 
bones slanted backward and piercing 
the esophagus. 
These not only assist 
to hold the egg in place, but act like a 
saw. 
When the egg has advanced far 
enough, their pressure will cut the egg; 
its contents will continue into the stom­ 
ach, while the empty shell is crushed 
afterward and thrown out through the 
mouth. 
While in the act of swallowing the 
egg the snake is easily caught, for it is 
then almost in a state of complete in­ 
ertia ; it then looks very much like the 
bulb as used by photographers for open­ 
ing their shutters.

rection of the home secretary and the 
prime minister for the tim e being 
Once, and once only , in recent y ears 
has a minister of the government allow- 
h1 himself to be drawn into making a 
statement which admitted that the se 
(rets of the pi^stoffice were used for po­ 
litical purposes 
Such an admission was made in the 
day s of the tir.st dy namite scare, when 
an Iri>h member made a general charge 
afiaiiist the government of tampering 
with the correspondence of certain Irish 
men. 
Lord John Manners, in reply , 
evadnd the q uestion in an ambiguous 
manner, but indiscreetly called atten­ 
tion to a clause in the postoffice act 
which empowers the postal authorities 
to upeii and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they m ight reasona­ 
bly suspect (’overed some infringement 
of the rules of the department. 
The se< ret service is divided into two 
distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
freq uently , as it has to do w ith the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men in the em­ 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attempted by 
the y ounger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
q uarter that he least suspects. 
(¿uite unknown to him, he is kept un­ 
der the olx servation of a keen ey ed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view’ in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or w hat­ 
ever the employ ee may be. Every move- 
,merit is note(i and analy zed, and it 
would take a very ex pert man to try on 
any underhanded game and escape de­ 
tection 
Un the continent the correspondence 
of private individuals is liable to the 
Hrntiny of the police or other govern­ 
ment agents, and no secret is made of 
the fact: but, on the other hand, our 
officials write indignant letters of de­ 
nial and repudiation, while all the time 
they are perfecting the fine art of open­ 
ing letters without leaving any traces 
of the operation. 
Like nio.« t clever arts, that of opening 
a letkr without causing su.spicion is 
simplicity it.self. A glance at the q ual­ 
ity of the stationery decides the opera­ 
tor on the means to be adopted. 
Some 
kinds of paper will bear the steaming 
process without leaving any traces, and 
in that event the operation is very 
simple. The contents having been ex ­ 
amined, and, if necessary , copied, they 
are re.stored to their envelope, which is 
rcgninined, the flap burnished with a 
wjne instrument. 
Contrary to general belief, the sealed 
i'Ovelope presents no difficulty to the ex - 
pert. A piece of new bread, kneaded in- 
to a firm ball, is pressed on the seal and 
e facsimile is obtained. Various other

The Atlantic. The secular shrinkage of 
the sun’s radius will cause a steady rise 
w Its temperature, and when the b(.dv 
has reached the stage of Sirius, where 
the temperature is perhaps doubled, the 
light emitted will become 
intensely 
blue. The temperature uiay be ex pected 
to go on rising till a small radius is a t­ 
tained, and 
finally , when 
the dense 
mass, intensely hot, becomes incapable 
of further shrinkage, on account of in- 
crease in the molecular forces re.sisting 
condensation, a cooling will gradnailv 
ensue, after which the body will li(]uefy 
and then rapidly decline in splendor. 
The sun w’ill thenceforth be wrapped in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death w’ill overtake the planetary sy s­ 
tem. 
A condition of darkness thus fol­ 
low’s close upon a period of intense bril­ 
liancy , and hence the obscurity of such 
bodies as the conii» anions of 
Sirius. 
Procy on and Algid. 
The most obscure 
satellites are thus associated w’itli some 
of the brightest and most intensiply lu­ 
minous stars in our .v.cy , and here the 
smaller of thetw’o masses, as in the case 
of the planets of the solar sy stem, have 
developed mo.st rapidly . 
In view of this approaching ex tinc­ 
tion of the sun’s activity it becomes 
a m atter of interest to inq uire how long 
its heat will sustain life upon the earth. 
Though it is difficult to submit the sub­ 
ject to accurate computation, it is easy 
to see that the ex haustion of the sun’s 
light and heat certainly will not occur 
for several hundred thousand, and per­ 
haps not for several million y ears. Thus 
the iiltiujate doom of our sy stem need 
occasion no anx iety among those now 
living, but the result is philosophically 
interesting to those w’ho look several 
million y ears into the future. 
As ex periment has shown that the 
sun’s vertical ray s falling continuously 
upon terrestrial ice w’onld melt a lay er 
three centimeters in thickness per day , 
it follows that a similar shell of ice 
w’ould form over the earth in case the 
sun’s light and heat were cut off. Thus 
in a month the whole earth would be 
frozen like the polar regions, and only 
the deeper bodies of water, containing 
a great amount of heat, would remain 
in a liq uid state. The oceans themselves 
would freeze over w’ithin a few y ears 
at the latest, and the winds and even 
the tides would cease to agitate the ter­ 
restrial globe, which would henceforth 
spin in its orbit as a rigid, lifeless mass.

The secret service is divided into two 
distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do w ith the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men in the em­ 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attem pted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
quarter that he least suspects. 
Quite unknown to him, he is kept nu­ 
der the observation of a keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view’ in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or w hat­ 
ever the employee may be. Every move­ 
ment is noted and analyzed, and it 
would take a very expert man to try on 
any underhanded game and escape de­ 
tection. 
On the continent the correspondence 
of private individuals is liable to the 
scrutiny of the police or other govern­ 
ment agents, and no secret is made of 
the fact; but, on the other hand, our 
officials write indignant letters of de­ 
nial and repudiation, while all the time 
they are perfecting the fine art of open­ 
ing letters without leaving any traces 
of the operation. 
Like most clever arts, that of opening 
a letter without causing suspicion is 
simplicity itself. A glance at the qual­ 
ity of the stationery decides the opera­ 
tor on the means to be adopted.

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When Un Heat Beeonien Extinct, the 
Enrtli W ill F r iv ie Solid. 
Our sun is now a yellow star similar 
to Capella, and hence it will eventually 
become bluish white like Sirius and 
Vega. says Professor T. J. J. See in 
The Atlantic. The secular shrinkage of 
the sun s radius will cause a steady rise 
in its temperature, and when the bcdv 
has reached the stage of Sirius, where 
the temperature is perhaps doubled, the 
light emitted will become 
intensely 
blue. The temperature may be expected 
to go on rising till a small radius is at­ 
tained, and finally, when the dense 
mass, intensely hot, becomes incapable 
of further shrinkage, on account of in­ 
crease in the molecular forces resisting 
condensation, a cooling will gradually 
ensue, after which the body will liquefy 
and then rapidly decline in splendor. 
The sun will thenceforth be wrapped in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death will overtake the planetary sys­ 
tem. 
A condition of darkness thus fol­ 
lows close upon a period of intense bril­ 
liancy, and hence the obscurity of such 
bodies as the companions of Sirius. 
Procyon and Algol. 
The most obscure 
satellites are thus associated with some 
of^ the brightest and most intensely lu­ 
minous stars in our s.cy, and here the 
smaller of the two masses, as in the case 
of the planets of the solar system, have 
developed most rapidly. 
In view of this approaching extinc­ 
tion of the sun’s activity it becomes 
a m atter of interest to inquire how long 
its heat will sustain life upon the earth. 
Though it is difficult to submit the sub­ 
ject to accurate computation, it is easy 
to see that the exhaustion of the sun’s 
light and heat certainly will not occur 
for several hundred thousand, and per­ 
haps not for several million years. Thus 
the ultim ate doom of our system need 
occasion no anxiety among those now 
living, but the result is philosophically 
interesting to those who look several 
million years into the future. 
As experiment has shown that the 
sun s vertical rays falling continuously 
upon terrestrial ice would melt a layer 
three centimeters in thickness per day, 
it follows that a similar shell of ice 
would form over the earth in case the 
sun’s light and heat were cut off. Thus 
in a month the whole earth would be 
frozen like the polar regions, and only 
the deeper bodies of water, containing 
a great amount of heat, would remain 
in a liquid state. The oceans themselves 
would freeze over within a few years 
at the latest, and the winds and even 
the tides would cease to agitate the ter­ 
restrial globe, which would henceforth 
spin in its orbit as a rigid, lifeless mass.

Lord John Manners, in reply, 
evaded the question in an am biguous 
manner, but indiscreetly called atten­ 
tion to a clause in the postoffice act 
which empowers the postal authorities 
to open and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they m ight reasona­ 
bly suspect covered some infringem ent 
of the rules of the departm ent 
The secret service is divided into tw o 
distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the dnties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do w ith the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men in the em ­ 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies 
com m itted inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attem pted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen w atching from a 
quarter that he least suspects. 
Quite unknown to him, he is kept u n ­ 
der the observation of a 
keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view’ in a secret alcove, almost w ithin 
touch of the sorter, messenger or w hat­ 
ever the employee may be. Every m ove­ 
ment is noted and analyzed, and it 
would take a very expert man to try on 
any underhanded gam e and escape de­ 
tection. 
On the continent the correspondence 
(f private individuals is liable to the 
scrutiny of the police or other govern­ 
ment agents, and no secret is made of 
the fact; but, on the other hand, our 
officials write indignant letters of de­ 
nial and repudiation, while all the tim e 
they are perfecting the fine art of open­ 
ing letters without leaving any traces 
of the operation. 
Like most clever arts, that of opening 
a letter without causing snspicion is 
simplicity itself. A glance at the qual­ 
ity of the stationery decides the opera­ 
tor on the means to be adopted. 
Some 
kinds of paper w ill bear the steam ing 
process without leaving any traces, and 
in that event the operation 
is very 
simple. The contents having been ex­ 
amined, and, if necessary, copied, they 
are restored to their envelope, which is 
regmnnied, the flap burnished w ith a 
bone instrument. 
Contrary to general belief, the sealed 
envelope presents no difficulty to the ex­ 
pert. A piece of new bread, kneaded in­ 
to a firm ball, is pressed on the seal and 
the facsimile is obtained. Various other 
methods have been attem pted in taking 
the design of seals, but the cne wTe have 
quoted has been declared to be far away 
the best fur tlie purpose, the bread be- 
mg clean and less liable to leave any 
trace of tampering behind.

Our sun is now a yellow star sim ilar 
to Capella, and hence it will eventually 
become bluish white like Sirius and 
Vega, says lYofessor T. J. J. See in 
The Atlantic. The secular shrinkage of 
the sun s radius w ill cause a steady rise 
in its temperature, and when the body 
has reached the stage of Sirius, where 
the temperature is perhaps doubled, the 
light em itted will become 
intensely 
blue. The temperature may be expected 
to go on rising till a small radius is at­ 
tained, and 
finally, when 
the dense 
mass, intensely hot, becomes incapable 
of further shrinkage, on account of in­ 
crease in the molecular forces resisting 
condensation, a cooling will gradually 
ensue, after w hich the body w ill liquefy 
and then rapidly decline in splendor. 
The sun w ill thenceforth be wrapped in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death w ill overtake the planetary sys­ 
tem. 
A condition of darkness thus fol­ 
lows close upon a period of intense bril­ 
liancy, and hence the obscurity of such 
bodies an the companions of 
Sirius, 
Procyon and Algol. 
The most obscure 
satellites are thus associated w ith some 
of the brightest and most intensely lu­ 
minous stars iii our s.cy, and here the 
smaller of the two masses, as in the case 
of the planets of the solar system , have 
developed most rapidly. 
In view of this approaching extin c­ 
tion of the sun’s activity it becomes 
a matter of interest to inquire how long 
its heat w ill sustain life upon the earth. 
Though it iH difficult to subm it the sub­ 
ject to accurate computation, it is easy 
to see that the exhaustion of the su n ’s 
light and heat certainly w ill not occur 
for several hundred thousand, and per­ 
haps not for several million years. Thus 
the ultim ate doom of our system need 
occasion no anxiety among those now 
living, but the result is philosophically 
interesting to those who look several 
m illion years into the future. 
As experim ent has shown that the 
sun’s vertical rays falling continuously 
upon terrestrial ice would melt a layer 
three centim eters in thickness per day, 
it follows that a similar shell of ice 
would form over the earth in case the 
sun’s light and heat were cut off. Thus 
in a month the whole earth would be 
frozen like the polar regions, and only 
the deeper bodies of water, containing 
a great amount of heat, would remain 
in a liquid state. The oceans them selves 
would freeze over w ithin a few years 
at the latest, and the winds and even 
the tides would cease to agitate the ter­ 
restrial globe, which would henceforth 
spin in its orbit as a rigid, lifeless mass.

The following letter was received this 
morning by Lewis W. Carman from his 
son. Charles, now serving as a private 
in Co. B, Third United States Infantry. 
The letter was written Maroh 24, mailed 
at Manila March 25. and came to this 
city by way of San Francisco. It is as 
follows: 
D e a r F a t h e r 
Your letter to Singa­ 
pore, 
received at that port, and it 
is needless to say that it was welcome. 
I also received one from Brother Earl 
at the same place. 
When I received 
them I was at once surrounded by as 
many of the boys as could get near me 
to hear the news from the States, f 
being the only private to receive any 
mail at that place. 
We had a very 
pleasant voyage for a trip on a transport. 
Of course we were crowded. Had only 
one storm, and that while on the Atlan 
tic, which lasted one day and a night 
The waves rolled over the ship, sound 
ing below like continuous cannonading 
We had some very sick boys on board 
for a while, though I slept as soundly as 
if I had been on shore. 
I was sick only 
one day. 
We arrived here on March 
22 and landed on the 28d. I find this a 
beautiful place; climate like July in 
Ohio, only nights are much cooler, and 
mosquitos are plentiful. 
We are about 
eight or ten miles from the front, and 
expect to be sent out to the trenches 
soon to relieve another regiment. 
The fighting is reported as continuous, 
but with little damage to the Americans. 
The Filipinos look very degraded and 
savage; say they have no fear; come 
right up to the front of our guns, and 
are mown down by the hundreds. The 
boys all seem eager to get a pop at them. 
There were four wounded men brought 
in last night. 
We hold the city and 
about 80 miles surrounding country. 
We have here about 800 prisoners. 
It 
is generally believed that it is prefera­ 
ble to be killed rather than be taken 
prisoner by these fiendish Filipinos. 
But as for myself, I don’t count on 
either; expect to return home all right 
when my term of service expires. 
So 
for the present with kindest regards, 
and asking that you write me often. 
Respectfully, your son, 
C h a s . a .

If a girl worked two days 
her time would be turned into the office 
as five days, the difference in the days 
she would keep herself.

This is the story about Henry B. 
Hyde, the late president of the Equita­ 
ble Life Assurance Society of New York, 
who drew a salary double that of the 
president of the United Statea 
These 
anecdotes show the causes of his success 
and why his salary was so large. 
Few persons in New York know the 
features of Henry B. Hyde. Everybody 
las heard of him, and the importance 
of his personality was well known in the 
bnsiness world. 
Bnt his portrait has 
seldom appeared in public. 
He was 
averse to publicity for himself and had 
been known to say, ‘‘I can start from 
my bouse up town in the morning, go 
to the elevated station, take the train 
to Rector street, pass through the Ar­ 
cade to Broadway and up that street to 
my office and not be recognized by a 
single person.” 
Mr. Hyde was always busy planning 
new methods for his great company, 
and probably would not see persons who 
cnew him, even though they might see 
nd recognize him. 
Outside his own 
circle he was a sphinx. As a boy in the 
Catskills Henry B. Hyde was already a 
eader, and his talent was freely recog­ 
nized by his companions. 
If there was 
any daring enterprise on foot he was al­ 
ways in the van, his energy, tact and 
hustling qualities securing for him im­ 
mediate predominance. 
The characteristics which have tended 
to make him such a pronounced success 
in the bnsiness world began to show 
themselves when he was quite yonng, 
and he bad no other training except in 
the insnrance business. 
While he was 
still quite young his father was the 
leading insurance man of New England, 
and the son became thoroughly versed 
in the business under his father’s in­ 
struction. 
But his career as an insur­ 
ance man really began with his connec­ 
tion with the Mutual Life of New York, 
of which company he was for several 
years cashier. 
It was while occupying this position 
that he conceived the idea of the Equi­ 
table society, which owes its inception, 
growth and prominence in the insur­ 
ance world to the vast energy and re­ 
sources of mind of its founder. He con­ 
fided his plan to President Winston of 
the Mutual and wanted bim to assist 
in forming a new company on the 
Equitable plan. 
But Winston simply 
said that no man connected with the 
Mutual could be interested in any other 
life insnrance company. 
‘‘Very well,” said Hyde. “ How long 
will it take to put through my resigna­ 
tion f 
“ Not long,” Winston replied. 
“ I’ll 
have your cash examined tomorrow. ” 
The cash was all right, and Hyde 
was soon at work laying the founda­ 
tions for what has proved the most suc­ 
cessful life insurance company in the 
world. 
Rush, push, push, was always the 
motto of Henry B. Hyde. He was al­ 
ways looking for men who coaid place 
policies. He made it a point of honor to 
have each year’s new business show an 
increase over that of the preceding year. 
In this line of work he was more suc­ 
cessful than any other man in the bnsi­ 
ness, and it is for this reason that the 
company thought a salary of $ I OO, OOO 
a moderate one for him. 
It is pointed 
out that in order to pay him this salary 
each policy holder had to contribute 
only al)Ont IO cents a year. He believed 
thoroughly in life insnrance, and car­ 
ried heavy policies on his own life, 
amounting to something like $200,000. 
One of the greatest strokes ever made 
by Mr. Hyde was the payment of a 
$40,000 policy in a case which was dis­ 
puted by all other companies having 
risks on the same man. 
It was in the 
famous contest of the heirs of Colonel 
Walton B. Dwight, who lived up in 
New York state and held policies on his 
life amounting to $256,000 in the vari­ 
ous companies. 
Most fanciful and ridiculous excuses 
were made by most of the com panics for 
not paying the policy, but Mr. Hyde 
sent one of his best men to investigate 
and report on the facts. He found that 
the Dwight claim was perfectly legiti­ 
mate, and recommended that the Equi­ 
table pay its policy without delay. Mr 
Hyde ordered a check drawn for the 
$40,000 policy held by Colonel Dwight 
in the Equitable, and as the case had 
attracted wide discussion, the news of 
this check was heralded throughout the 
world and proved a great advertisment 
Naturally Mr Hyde was ultra con­ 
servative in his views and habits. 
When the question was up regarding 
rapid transit for New York, he stood in 
with Mcmre. Gould, Sage and other 
capitalists lo prevent the consummation 
of the underground plan. 
He was an 
important adviser in many other pro­ 
posed public improvements, but always, 
befitting his extreme modesty, he did 
most of his work secretly. 
Probably the most unpleasant expert 
once he ever had was developed trbm 


the burglarizing of his enmmfcr bouse 
near Babylon, N. Y., a few years ago. 
A large quantity of fine silverware was 
stolen, and Mr. Hyde offered a reward 
of $1,000 for the capture and convic­ 
tion of the thieves. The result was that 
all the telegraph operators on Long Is­ 
land. the farmers, railroad men, team­ 
sters, telephone girls and everybody else 
turned detective in the hope of winning 
that $1,000. 
Their many reports of 
having the thieves in custody led Mr. 
Hyde a terrible chase. 
It wis not safe 
to mention the matter in ma presence 
to the day he died.—New tork World

SOME SECRETS OF T H E EN G LISH G EN ­ 
ERAL POSTOFFICE. 


Method* by Which the Officials Be­

It is a somewhat remarkable fact 
that the general public of England 
knows very little concerning the secret 
service of the general postoffice, al­ 
though the service is probably the most 
co m p lete of its kind in the whole world. 
To the outsider the secret service is 
known as the postal secret inquiry 
branch, and not one in a hundred of 
those in the employ of the postoffice 
knows the exact workings of the secret 
t*rvice, as the departm ent has the dis­ 
tinction of being in the charge of cer­ 
tain permanent officials, under the di­ 
rection of the home secretary and the 
prime minister for the time being. 
Once, and once only, in recent years 
has a minister of the government allow­ 
ed himself to be draw n into m aking a 
statement which admitted that the se­ 
crets of the postoffice were used for po­ 
litical purposes. 
Such an admission was made in the 
days of the first dynam ite scare, when 
an Irish member made a general charge 
against the government of tam pering 
with the correspondence of certain Irish • 
men. 
Lord John Manners, in reply, 
evaded the question in an ambiguous 
manner, but indiscreetly called atte n ­ 
tion to a clause in the postoffice act 
which empowers the postal authorities 
to open and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they might reasona­ 
bly suspect covered eome infringement 
of the rules of the department. 
The set ret service is divided into two 
distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do with the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men in the em ­ 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attempted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
quarter that he least suspects. 
ignite unknown to him, he is kept n u ­ 
der the observation of a keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view' in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or w hat­ 
ever the employee may be. Every move­ 
ment is noted and analyzed, and it 
would take a very expert man to try on 
any underhanded game and escape de­ 
tection. 
On the continent the correspondence 
of private individnals is liable to the 
scrutiny of the police or other govern­ 
ment agents, and no secret is made of 
the fact; but, on the other hand, our 
officials write indignant letters of de­ 
nial and repudiation, while all the time 
they are perfecting the fine art of open­ 
ing letters without leaving any traces 
of the operation. 
Like most clever arts, that of opening 
a letter without causing suspicion is 
simplicity itself. A glance at the qual­ 
ity of the stationery decides the opera­ 
tor on the means to be adopted. 
Some 
kinds of paper will bear the steaming 
process without leaving any traces, and 
m that event the operation is very 
simple. 
The contents having been ex­ 
amined, and, if necessary, copied, they 
ore restored to their envelope, which is 
regammed, the flap burnished with a 
hone instrument.

Dr. Quackenbos Tells of Results 
Attained From the Treatment.

Our sun is now a yellow star similar 
to ( apeJla, and hence it will eventually 
become bluish white like Sirius and 
Vega, says Professor T. J. J. See in 
The Atlantic. The secular shrinkage of 
the sun s radius will cause a steady rise 
in its temperature, and when the bcdv 
has reached the stage of Sirius, where 
the temperature is perhaps doubled, the 
light emitted will become 
intensely 
blue. The temperature may be expected 
to go on rising till a small radius is a t­ 
tained, and 
finally, when 
the dense 
mass, intensely hot, becomes incapable 
of further shrinkage, on account of in­ 
crease in the molecular forces resisting 
condensation, a cooling will gradually 
ensue, after which the body will liquefy 
and then rapidly decline in splendor. 
The sun will thenceforth be wrapped in 
everlasting darkness, and the chill of 
death will overtake the planetary sys­ 
tem. 
A condition of darkness thus fol­ 
lows close upon a period of intense bril­ 
liancy, and hence the obscurity of such 
bodies as the companions of 
Sirius, 
Procyon and Algol. 
The most obscure 
satellites are thus associated with some 
of the brightest and most intensely lu­ 
minous stars iii our s.cy, and here the 
smaller of the two masses, as in the case 
of the planets of the solar system, have 
developed most rapidly. 
In view of this approaching extinc­ 
tion of the su n ’s activity it becomes 
a m atter of interest to inquire how long 
its heat will sustain life upon the earth 
Though it is difficult to submit the sub­ 
ject to accurate computation, it is easy 
to see that the exhaustion of the sun’s 
light and heat certainly will not occur 
for several hundred thousand, and per­ 
haps not for several million years. Thus 
the ultimate doom of our system need 
occasion no anxiety among those now 
living, but the result is philosophically 
interesting to those who look several 
million years into the future. 
As experiment has shown that the 
sun s vertical rays falling continuously 
upon terrestrial ice would melt a laver 
three centimeters in thickness per day, 
it follows that a similar shell of ice 
would form over the earth in case the 
sun’s light and heat were cut off. Thus 
in a month the whole earth would he 
frozen like the polar regions, and only 
the deeper bodies of water, containing 
a great amount of heat, would remain 
in a liquid state. The oceans themselves 
would freeze over within a few years 
at the latest, and the winds and even 
the tides would cease to agitate the ter­ 
restrial globe, which would henceforth 
spin in its orbit as a rigid, lifeless mass.

At the close of formal dinners in J a ­ 
pan the guests are presented with any 
portion of the meal they may fail to 
eat.

The 
unique custom was followed at official 
dinners until a short time ago, when it 
was discontinued, but the withdrawal 
of government example has not m ateri­ 
ally affected the practice.

Dr. John Duncan Quackenbos, emer­ 
itus professor of Columbia university, 
has become convinced by a series of re­ 
markable experiments that hypnotism 
may be employed to great advantage 
not only in alleviating pain and curing 
certain diseases, but for the purpose of 
reforming criminals. 
From his own use of hypnotism and 
its employment by his friends in the 
medical profession, Dr. Quackenbos told 
me recently, he knows that confirmed 
cigarette smokers, thieves, drunkards 
and persons with delusions have been 
not only cured temporarily, but so 
changed as to leave little doubt that the 
cures would prove permanent. 
More­ 
over, be says that hypnotism will doubt­ 
less soon be used extensively in the 
treatm ent of various forms of insanity. 
Dr. Quackenbos has been delivering 
a course of lectures at the First Re­ 
formed Episcopal church on “ Questions 
of the Hour. ” and the other evening 
his subject was, “ W hat Is Christianity 
More Than Christian Science?” In this 
address he took the ground that w hat­ 
ever cures Christian Scientists effected 
have been the result of autosuggestion, 
which means that they have had the 
sufferer hypnotize himself. 
“ Let the Christian Scientist alone 
until he meddles with surgery or such 
diseases as diphtheria, ” Dr. Quackenbos 
says. 
“ When he does that, the law 
should interfere.” 
While the statistics at band show 
that only 20 per cent of the intelligent 
classes and about 8 per cent of the ig­ 
norant can be hypnotized, Dr. Quacken­ 
bos says he has not yet encountered a 
person whom he could not control pro­ 
vided the patient were willing. He has 
made most of his experiments at the 
Newsboys’ home in New York. 
“ The principal vice of these boys is 
cigarette smoking,” he said, “ and 
have been successful in 16 cases. I have 
had them come to me, boys of 18, who 
were smoking 40 or 50 cigarettes a day, 
with their throats inflamed and their 
hands trembling most violently. 
I do 
not touch a patient or make any passes. 
I simply hold np some object and have 
him look at it steadily. 
In a few m in­ 
utes he is under control. 
“ I had for a p a te n t a young man 
who had been arrested several times for 
theft. He told me that while he did not 
set out in the morning with the inten­ 
tion of stealing anything he still was 
unable to resist the impulse to pilfei 
when an opportunity presented itself. I 
hypnotized him aud suggested to him 
that he lived in a country where hon­ 
esty and an upright life had certain re­ 
wards and where stealing would surely 
be followed by sorrow and punishment. 
I presented the moral side of the ques­ 
tion to him. 
He is all right now. 
He 
may relapse after awhile. 
That re­ 
mains to be seen. 
If so, he may be 
treated again. 
If I had suggested to 
that young man that he go out, pick 
four pockets and come here to divide 
with me, he would have tried to do it. 
“ I believe that hypnotism in proper 
hands may be applied successfully in 
reforming the criminal classes, and you 
may expect to see it used in treating 
melancholia and other forms of insanity. 
“ I saw another case of interest treat­ 
ed by hypnotism iii one of the New York 
city hospitals. 
A woman who suffered 
from hystero epilepsy was hypnotized 
by one of the physicians each week. He 
would say to her each time, ‘Now, re­ 
mem lier, you are not to have another 
tit until you come here again next 
Wednesday.’ 
She not only had no fits 
in the interval, but improved in general 
health and spirits. ” 
I asked Dr. Quackenbos if it were 
true that he had attempted in vain to 
use hypnotism in a certain city institu­ 
tion to which it was known that Chris­ 
tian Scientists have access. 
“ Yes, 
he said, “ that is true. What 
the Christian Scientist does in the way 1 
of curing patients is done by autoing- I 
gestion. 
Both the Christian Scientist 1 
and the hypnotist seek to obtain control 
of the secondary consciousness and es­ 
tablish in tin subject the belief that 
pain or criminal tendencies do not ex­ 
ist.” 
Dr. Quackenbos believes hypnotism 
may be applied successfully in cases of 
degeneracy, and he says that children 
of bad habits have often been reformed 
by its use. 
He is now attempting to 
persuade the managers of the New York 
Juvenile asylum to permit him to hyp­ 
notize some of the inmates.—New York 
Herald.

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AMERICAN RULE IN CUBA. 


I S a t i r e D e p o r t on th e G o v e r n m e n t 
o f G e n e r a l W i l s o n . 
Major General James H. Wilson, 
who has just been appointed chief of 
the united departments of Matanzas 
and Santa Clara, has done much good 
to the Cubans, and can do much more 
yet during the m ilitary occupation of 
the United States. 
His high gifts of intelligence and 
bravery are well proved in his brilliant 
m ilitary history. His refined culture is 
recognized by every one who has any 
intercourse with bim. But these condi- 
ions, which are always worthy of ap­ 
plause in those who gird on the saber, 
are not his principal titles to the affec­ 
tion of the sons of this country. 
W il­ 
son, besides possessing such noted gifts. 
is one of the best friends of Cuba, if 
not the best in the army of occupation. 
FL* is the one who does the most im par­ 
tial justice to the Cubans, and the one, 
too, who fights in the most noble man 
rn r for Cuba’s liberty and for its hap 
pi ness. 
There, in the tranquil “ City of the 
Two Rivers, 
where hills and palms re­ 
peat the sharp stanzas of Heredia, the 
inspired and harsh poetry of Placido 
aud the sweet songs of Milanes; there 
in the beautiful Matanzas, so full of 
historical remembrances of the fight for 
Cuban independence and in the heroic 
sufferings of this people, it seems that 
the whole province is more under the 
paternal control of a sage than under 
the military occupation of a foreign 
army. 
All there seems to flow on as softly 
and quietly as the silver waves of the 
San Juan and Yurnuri. 
It appears at 
first impression that there is no govern­ 
ment there, but a community of sensi­ 
ble and gentle persons, moved by senti­ 
ments of order and fraternity. But, far 
from being so, General Wilson directs 
from bis office the affairs of the prov­ 
ince and cares with a vigilant eye for 
all interests, from the richest sugar 
estate to the feeding of the starving 
family of the reconcentrado. 
There is 
force there, but no violence; there is 
liberty, but no disorder; authority, but 
no injustice. The infernal results of de­ 
struction and of hunger have disap­ 
peared as under a magic enchantment, 
and Matanzas is rapidly advancing in 
the way of reconstruction. 
The one 
that was during the war the poorest 
and most devastated region of Cuba 
will become one of the richest and most 
prosperous of the world as soon as the 
great agricultural and social problems 
of the island shall have favorable solu­ 
tion. 
If the word tyrant could be used 
in these days in the Greek sense, it 
would be said of Wilson that he is the 
“ good ty ra n t’’ of the ideal republic of 
Renan. 
The Cuban journalist, so accustomed 
to giving information to the American 
authorities instead of receiving the 
same, is astonished to find that in so 
short a time Wilson has studied in a 
perfect manner the island of Cuba and 
its sons. 
Rich or poor, there is in Ma­ 
tanzas not a single planter whose situ ­ 
ation or needs are not known to him 
His moat ardent desire is to restore to 
agriculture its lost credit; to obtain 
the introduction of capital into this is 
land, with the purpose of increasing 
our riches, and so quickly and in such 
a thorough manner as to give satisfac­ 
tion to tile Cubans in the fulfillment of 
their most noble ideals.— Havana La 
Lucha.
